If we buy the system we reduce
the rates by eliminating profit, at
the same time paying for the sys-
tem from sales of water and ob-
viate for ever the danger of some
foreign corporation buying up the
system to exploit at our cost.

If we do not take action we con-
tinue to live with the ever-present
danger of some accident damaging
the pipe line from the pumping
station and cutting off our water
supply. It is curious how often
damaging fires occur during a
period of water shortage.

If we buy the system and de-
velop about 65 separate wells we
reduce the hazard of water short-
age to 4 minimum, and this again
may tend to further profit by re-
duction of insurance rates.

If we do not take action, we are
not prepared to handle the great
prospective increase in population
and industries, nor are we' pre-
pared to benefit from the develop-
ment of outside water supply in
the metropolitan area.

1f we buy the system and develop
our underground supply, we are
prepared to meet the increased de-
mand created by greater population
and more industries located here,
and are further preparéd to benéfit
by the waters of the Colorado when
brought to this territory. Undoubt-
edly we shall be taxed to build the
aqueduct  from the Colorado
whether we use the water or not.

The roof lines are the distinctive
feature of this house. The soft
rolling eaves, brought low near the
ground, certainly give a cozy,
homelike effect. The roofs are cov-
ered with shingles, which can be
obtained already bent to conform
to the curves and rolls as in this
picture, and stained to match
weathered straw, or a dark brown
shade would look exceptionally
'well. A roof of this type, when
laid, is a very good imitation of
the old thatched straw roofs of
England and France. Note the
wraceful curves above the en-
trance door-and-group of windows
in the living porch.
